Secretary/ Daniels immediately tel< 
egraphed the offer to the president< 
elett at Marion, Ohio. The telegram 
follows: 


“The president desires me to. say 
that having heard that you contem- 
plate a visit to the Panama canal 
zone he has directed me to place a 
warship at your disposal. 1 am also 
authorized to offer in his name the 
use of the Mayflower to take you 
to Hampton Roads where the ship 
will wait for you if that suits your 
convenience. It will give me pleas- 
ure to make arrangements as will 
be suitable to you.” 

He did not announce what battle- 
ship would be placed at the disposa) 
of Mr. Harding and his party. but 
indicated that it would be one of 
the newest super-dreadnaugnhts.

TERHUNE KILLS SELF 


Naval Governor of Samoa 
Commits Sui icide Rather 
' Than Face Inquiry. 


Washington, November 5.—Com- 
mander Warren J. Terhune, naval 
governor of Samoa, shot and killed 


himself at noon November 3, sald 


a dispatch recéived today at the 


navy department. 
Commander Terhune recently was 
ordered relieved ffm duty as com- 
mandant at Samoa and Captain 
Waldo B. Evans appointed to suc- 
ceed him. 

Ne details regarding the suicide 
were given in the message, but na- 


val officials here aS8sumed that thé 
officer took his life during a pe- 
riod of depression induced by ill 
health. He had been suffering from 
heart trouble. 

A naval court of inquiry is now 
en route to Samoa to inquire tnto 
the administration of the island by 
Commander Terhune. The _ court 
was appointed by Secretary Daniels 
as a result of charges made by 
Lieutenant Commander C. J. Bouch- 
er against Commander Terhune’s 
administration. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Boucher was later reHevyed 
from duty as Commander Terhune’s 
assistant at Samoa, The court of 
inquiry, which is headed by Rear 
Admiral Charles F. Hughes, is due 
at Samoa Sunday. 

American tourists arriving at 
Honolulu last August carried re- 
ports ‘of ‘agitation among the na- 
tives against the administration of 
Governor Terhune. They said the 
governor’s house had been stoned 
by a mob and that a petition asking 
for an investigation of the gover- 
nor’s administration had been for- 
warded to Washington. 


Honolulu, November 5:—-Advices 
from Samoa today indicate that 
Commander Warren J. Terhune, na- 
val governor of American Samoa, 
ended his life November 3, three

The theme of her discourse was 
“The Nation’s Greatest Asset—the 
Child,” and she traced the obligation 
of this subject to women from ‘the 
home right through the school, the 
community and through their or- 
ganizations. The federation, she 
pointed out, had a department of 
work which aided women in their 
accomplishment of every movement 
which related to the social better- 


ment of the individual, with a spe-. 


clal care of the child. 

She showed that it was the obli- 
Zation of women to acquaint them- 
selves with statistics in their com- 
munities describing the condition 
surrounding chilgren from birth to 
death, Thus they were in a position 


to know the necessity for laws gov-j._ 


erning conditions related thereto 
and working for the passage of such 
laws. j 

She mentioned certain legislative 
measures at present pending in con- 
Sress which related to maternity 
and child life and urged the club 


women to work for the passage of 
such Jaws in country, state and city. 

She mentioned the necessity for 
women working against, illiterdcy 
and espousing every me”°"re tend- 
ing to limit illiteracy and the same 
necessity for their acquainting 
themselves with conditions relating 
to immigration and emigration and 
with the, purposes and accomplish- 
ment of the woman’s department in 
the department of labor. 

She encouraged women to aid in 
the farm demonstration work, as it 
extends to every country, in every 
state of the union. 

At Business Session. 

Mrs. Jennings also spoke at the 
business session of the convention 
Friday morning and was largely in- 
fluential in the subsequent indorse- 
ment of the raise in the dues of the 
clubs of the state in the federation. 

She explained the necgssity for 
the federation work being put on a 
sound basis, which required finan- 
cial backing, and she discussed the 
Ways °~4 means women had of sav- 
ing money for everything and ex- 
pending it more generously for ev- 
erything, than for their organization 
facilities. She urged them to sup- 
port their organizations and institu- 
tions as men did theirs, as a more 
direct way to accomplish what they 
are working for. . 

Mrs. Jennings is an able woman, 
an impressive speaker and keenly 
alive to the responsibilities of her 
office and to the. part that the fed- 
erated women of the south must 
._ take hereafter in the life of the na- 
tion as an intregal part of the na- 
tion in. its every activity.

It has been said 
that no man can be separated from 
his past. I believe, fellow Geor- 

ans, that no man can be separated 
rom the past that is his father’s, 
and that it must be harder for a 
Georgian, ma nor woman, to do an 
unworthy thing because of that si- 
lent army of simple gentlefolk, the 
Georgians that have been, who 
watch from afar our handling of 
the trust they have left with us.

Must Bore With Big Auger. 
We have got to realize that if 
we are to compete with New York, 


Boston and Philadelphia and Bal- 
-timore, and New Orleans in the 
middle west, we have got to be pre- 
pared to spend large sums of money 
in advertising and in direct traffic 
solicitation. A successful entry into 
middle west trade on a really large 
scale would result in doubling the 
size of our ports and in-~ untold 
‘values to the various gateway cities 
like Ationta, Spartanburg and other 
inland cities. Unless we are pre- 
ared to play the game on the scale 
n which the other cities“are en- 
tering into it, we cannot hope: for 
really big results. ' 
Again with regard to the South 
Atlantic Export company: The cap- 
ital of that company should be iIn- 


creased to a million dollars or more. 
so that it can do a business ona 
greater scale than what .{s now 
possible. This will enable it imme- 
diately to extend its agencies into 
all foreign countries and to take 
advantage on a larger scale of the 
direct relations which it now has 
with foreign countries. Every city 
in our states which is not actively 
subscribine to the capital of this 
company should do so. It cannot be 
emphasized too often or too stronely

What Mr. Maddox is doing 
is of vita) importance to the entire 
south and particularly to the south 
Atlantic states; and indirectly it is 
of vital importance to the middle 
west, because unless the south can 
get itself into a position where ¢ 
is prepared to finance shipments 
from the middle west, as well as 
its own shipments, it cannot hope 
to get a, very substantial amount 
of freight from the middle west and, 
therefore, cannot hope to relieve the 
congestion at New York. The ob- 
ject of the Edge bank, upon which 
Mr. Maddox is working, is, of 
course, td supply the, long-term 
credits which “are now’ needed in 
dealing with foreign countries, par- 
ticularly with those cotton-consunf- 
ing countries of central Europe, to 
which we must export our cotton 
and particularly our low-grade cot- 
ton. P. 

The establishment of Mr. Mad- 
dox’s bank is an absolute” essen- 
tial in the development of _ the;

(DEALT HEAVY BLOW 


Federal Prohibition 
Agents Elated Over Suc- 
cess of Series of Raids in 

“State. 


Following a number of successful 
raids Thursday which netted eight 
prisoners,, several thousand dollars 
worth of dope, hundreds of gallons 
°o. beer, 100 quarts of rye whisky. 
three complete distilling outfits and 
a high-powered roadster, federa) 
prohibition officials Friday were 
much elated at the progress of the 
concerted effort to exterminate 
trafficking in narcotics and liquor. 

Frank Balaguer, the fourth pris- 
oner to be taken by federal agents 
in connection with the $200,000 dope 
smuggling case, was arrested in 
Jacksonville, together with a large 


| quantity of narcotics, according to 


dispatches received here by D. J. 
Gantt, su: rvising federal prohi- 
bition agent for the southeast. from 
federal narcotics inspectors operat- 
ing under h!. direction in Florida. 
More Arrests Expected. 

Agent’ assigned to the whisky 
traffic reported seven other arrests. 
Mcre arrests are being momentarily 
expected in both the dope syndicate 
and the whisky interests. 

Frank Russell and James A.,Mc- 
Bride, two white men, were ar- 
rested Thursday morning on the 
public road between Glenwood and 
Alamo, in Wheeler county, Geor- 
gia, by Federa) Prohibition Agents 
English Newberry and E. C. Pierce. 
They were captured in a six-cylin- 
der roadster containing 156 quarts 
of rye Whisky. The cars 1!s thoughi

Both pris- 
oners were held in jail at Dublir, 
in default of bond. Bond for Rus 
sell was fixed at $750, and Mc- 
Bride’s bond was $500.

Two Men Arrested. 


Paul Jones were arrested and 
charged with violating the federal 
prohibition and revenue laws. 
Their 40-gallon copper still, com- 
plete, with 10 box fermenters, a 


stand, 600 gallons of corn meal] beer 
and a supply of tools and vessels, 
was destroyed. According to ‘the 
officers, Gentry was apprehended 
while pouring beer into the heater 
box, and Jones was caught kindling 
a fire in the furnace. 

Just a few hundred yards away 
a 60-gallon still, with 16 box fer- 
menters and 4,000 gallons of beer, 
made of meal and sugar, was found. 
When the officers arrived no one 
was at the still, and Agents McKin- 
ney and Fry hid near the still while 
the other officers left the scene. 
Presently a man arrived and was 
arrested. He gave his name as Ar- 
vin Johnson. Johnson, Jones and 
Gegtry wére arraigned before the 
Unttea States commissioner at Jas- 
ver and held under bond for the 
federal grand jury. 

Agents are working on clues be- 
lieved to lead to early arrests fol- 
lowing the discovery late Thursday 
afternoon of a large still near Col- 
lege Park. . It is said to have been 
in operation just a few hours pre- 
vious to the raid. The still was 
brought to Atlanta. A large quan- 
tity of mash was destroyed. 


Agents Sent to Cuba. 


D. J. Gantt announced that fed- 
eral agents have been sent to Cuba 
and the Bahamas on important 
clues which may lead to further ar- 
rests In the big narcotics smugeling 
eyndicate, whose operations were 
disclosed a-few days ago with the 
arrest of J. Duperly and_ “S. 
Schwartz, two railroad men of 
Jacksonville, and another railroad 
man named in official reports as J. 
A. Jones, which name is an alias, 
according to officials. Schwartz 
and Duperly are at liberty under 
$10,000 bonds each, and Jones’ bond 
is $1,000. 

Whisky smuggling is almost as 
profitable now as narcotics smug- 
gling, according to Mr. Gantt. Fed- 
eral authorities not only have to 
contend with the blockade runners 
who bring whisky from the moun- 
tains, but must be just as vigilant 
in watching smugglers’ who are 
constantly bringing in large quan- 
tities of foreign whisky and export 
domestic spirits into this country 
via the Florida coast. 

“The whole Florida coast is ideal 
for the. operation of smugglers,” 
Mr. Gantt said. “The genefal prac- 
tice is for a boat to load with liyguor 
at Kimini island, 45 miles off the 
coast opposite Miami, and for this 
large boat to stay outside of the 
three-mile limit, and as they ap- 
nroach the points where they are to

“This class of traffic is giving our 
officers more trouble than any other 
feature of the law enforcement, for 
the reason that we are not properly 
equipped with seacraft. Similarly, on 
land, the agents are seriously handi- 
capped in lack of motor vehicles, as 
‘under the enforcement act no part 
of the appropriation for law en- 
be used in the pur- 
chase of motor equipment. 


Outdistanced in Races. 


“The result is that about the only 
cars the officers are able to rent are 
cheap cars, and the [quor haulers 
only use the most modern high- 
powered cars, so in a race we are 
readily outdistanced. 

“On account of the big profits in 
the Mquor traffic certain persons, 
with visions of quick wealth, are 
willing to 7 chances and try to 
emuggle it. The haulers themselves 
are usually hired employees of the 
large distributors, being induced to 
engage in this practice by reason of 
the hith.wages paid for their serv- 
ices, As much as $50 to $100 per trip 
is sometimes paid these hired men. 

“One cannot but sympathize with 
some of the men apprehended by us, 
for as a rule we catch the poor devil 
working for day wages and we raree 
ly ever capture the real power be- 
hind the throne, who is the man who 
makes the big profit in the traffic. 

“As a rule, if two or more men 
are working ata distillery, and only 
escapes, he is always the guilty one, 
and the. man apprehended never 
knows th® name of the man who es- 
caped. Their code of honor prevents 
them from betraying the confidence 
of their asso*iates or employers. It 
is believed that the courts will ulti- 
mately take the position that when 
aman is apprehended in a distillerv 
he is the owner thereof and sentence 
will be imnosed. aceordinely.”

Dempsey is to receive $300,000 fos 


defending the title. Carpentier, 
who holds the ‘European heayy- 
Weight championship, will receive 
$200,000 and his share of the purse. 
Each fighter in addition is to hold 
25 per cent of the moving picture 
corporation stock while the other 
59 per cent goes to the three joint 
promoters, Tex Rickard, Charles 
Cochran, of London, England, and’ 
William A. Brady. The § $500,000 
purse is to be deposited with a 
bank or tpust company, located near 
the sceng of the battle, at least 24 
hours prevVious*to the contest and 
will be divided between the prin- 
cipals immediately after the fight.

OUTLOOK DARK 
FOR WRANGEL 


Even France Admits Sit- 
uation of Anti-Bolshevik 
Leader Is Desperate. 
Bolshevik Forces Ad- 
vance.

Paris, November 5.—Further dis- 
patches confirming the extreme 
gravity of the position of General 
Baron Wrangell, head of the anti-so- 
viet forces in south Russia, have 
been received by the French for- 
eign office, but are being withheld 
temporarily. With the capture by 
the bolsheviki of Perekop and the 
surrounding territory, regarded as 
the key to the isthmus, fears now 
are expressed in French official cir- 
cles that General Wrangel’s very 
existence in the Crimea may be se- 
riously endangered. 
It is reliably reported that Gen- 
eral Wrangel has sent an urgent 
appeal to France and the other al- 


lied powers telling of the critical 
situation confronting him and re- 
questing more aid. From an au- 
thoritative source it was learred 
today that France feels it now is 
“too late” to give him further as- 
sistance. It was explained that 
France had rendered him all the 
assistance in her power and any 
further support would have to come 
from the other allied powers among 
whom, the French say, thene seems 
to be no disposition to act. 

Confidence felt in French circles 
that General Wrangell would be able 
to retire and maintain his position 
in the Crimea now has given way 
to an expression of ,hope that he 
will withstand the bolshevik on- 
slaught. 

Even though he establishes him- 
self in the Crimea, the problem of 
feeding his army is a serious one 
and probably will fall upon France. 
The resources of the Crimea are 
inadequate for his army and the 
many thousands of refugees who 
are following his forces. 


There ig some conflict-in the re- 
ports on General Wrangel’s opera- 
tions. A Sebastopol dispatch No- 
vember 1 said he admitted the loss 
of Perekop to the bolsheviki and 
a dispatch from the same city No- 
vember 3, in reporting the occupa- 
tion of Perekop by the bolsheviki, 
declared the town was a mass of 
ruins. Thursday’s advices from Se- 
bastopol, however, asserted that 
General Wrangel was master of 
Perekop, giving the impression that 
he had recaptured the place. 
WRANGEL RETREATS 
BEFORE BOLSHEVIKI. 

Sebastopol, November 5.—(By the 

Assoicated Press.)-—General ron 
Wrangel, head of the anti-bolshe- 
vik of south Russia, has success- 
fully withdrawn ,his troops to 
Crimea before the advance,of so0- 
viet armies south of the Dnieper 
river. He is master of PereKop and 
also Salkova. 
‘At Salkova General Wrangel has 
captured thousands of men belong- 
ing to the units of General Buden- 
ny’s cavalry. The spirit of his 
troops is good, but they are worn 
out by their long fight, which has 
lasted for five months, and are 
glad to be assured of a rest in 
Crimea. 

Soviet forces are besieging the
